Mini felloes For Horses. 


We doubt if very many persons ever 


saw mud shoes for horses. They* are 
used on horses in plowing the low and 
wet lands of the valley north of Sumner 
nearly every spring. The mud shoe con- 
sists of a heavy board about 8 inches 
wide and from 8 to 10 inches long, round- 
ing in the front. Ou this board a red- 
hot shoe of the size worn on tho horse's 
foot for which it is intended is placed 
until it burns into it to a dep th almost 
sufficient to bury itself. It is necessary 
that the shoe have a long toe and long 
corks. A piece of circular band iron to 
fit over the top part of the hoof is then 
attached to the Itoard-actid -over the hoof 
to hold the mud shoe solidly to the foot. 


One end of the band is tastened to the 


board with a screw, which when tight- 
ened holds the board as squarely to the 
bottom of tho hoof as if it had grown 
there. Tho horses beeoip" accustomed 
to wearing them andafl»' a day or two 
experience no difficulty in working in 
themr By this means farmers are en- 
abled to plow land in the spring where 
without the use of mud shoes horses 
would mire down.—Sumner (Wash.) 
Herald.

The Denver, Salt Lake and San Fran- 


cisco Railway Company, at a meeting 
held in Denver last Saturday, com- 
pleted its organization by electing ex- 
Governor John Evans president; W. 
N. Byers, vice president; W. G. Evans, 
secretary, and John J. Kiethman treas- 
urer. 


President Evans delivered an address 


outlining the policy of the company. 
He said we shall maintain the absolute 
independence of our road and a perfect 
impartiality between the connecting 
lines that become our patrons as to 
traffic and trackage. Our road will be- 
long to no system east or west, and its 
control caimot be bought. 
We shall 


keep the final location of our line 
from ultimate decision until the most 
profitable in every way to the company 
has been determined upon. We have 
$10,000,(X>0 of capital stock, which at 
par will do a great deal toward build- 
ing the road and when necessary it can 
be legally increased. 


President Evans said if his advice 


prevails it will be the policy of the com- 
pany to put into its stock all of the 
profits acquired and to incur as light a 
bonded indebtedness as practicable ha 
building and equipping one of the very 
best and most substantial railroads in 
the country. 
He would not build it 


more rapidly than it can be done with- 
out any sacrifice of the intrinsic value 
of the enterprise by pai'ting with either 
stock or bonds below par. 


The profits of investments secured 


by the location and operation of the 
road through the rich country across 
which it will be built will be greater 
than has ever been realized from a rail- 
road enterprise before. 


Governor Evans thought that while 


it may be expedient to get control of 
franchises in Utah, Nevada and Cali- 
fornia, the authority and control of the 
road must remain with the company as 
organized. By beginning operations 
at San Francisco and at Halt Lake as 
well as at Denver, the local business 
paying parts of the through line can be 
built with stock without the sale of a 
bond. The road will be built, and that, 
too, at great profit to the stockholders 
mid benefit to the country. 


The Denver capitalists who are pro- 


moting the enterprise mean business. 
They claim that a road built on busi- 
ness principles will not cost one-third 
BS much as the subsidized roads and 
consequently can carry freight and 
passengers at one-third the cost, with 
greater profit to tho stockholders. Of 
course the great depression in mining 
operations caused by the low price of 
silver may retard operations, but the 
Denver papers say the road will be 
built from that city to the coast at an 
early day. 


CAMPAIGN' JSSITKS. 


Homo of the campaign literature of 


the old parties before election just at 
this time ought to furnish instructive 
reading to the American people. The 
introduction to the Omaha platform, 
however, in the light, of to-clay reads 
like a prophesy. The Republican and 
Democratic parties vied with each 
other in denouncing the followers of 
the new party as calamity howlers. 
To-day the country is experiencing 
some of the very calamity foreseen by 
the now party. Strange to say how- 
over, there is not an old party paper 
during the last six weeks that has 
called the new party by any other name 
than its rightful one. There is a sig- 
nificance to the old epithet just now 
tha't smacks of anything but approbri- 
ousness. 


A rereading of the tariff editorials 


and arguments of the pre-campaign 
days now, show the gigantic humbug of 
the issues trumped up by the old par- 
ties in this sham battle. Before elec- 
tion the Democracy attributed to Ke- 
publican protection all the woes en- 
dured by the American masses, and 
promised to lead the children of hard 
times out of Egypt into Israel if they 
would only follow the pillar of light 
of Democratic tariff tinkering. 


The Republican party on the con- 


trary labored to show that never before 
was the country so prosperous, and 
that it was all due to the glories of a 
protective tariff. As for anything he- 
ing the matter with the financial policy 
of the Republican party, surprisingly 
acquiesced in by the Democrats, it was 
the essence of perfection and the Pop- 
ulists -were denounced as calamity 
howlers and cranks because they de- 
clared the financial question to be the 
only issue before the country. 


Since the election of the party of 
Mr. Cleveland, tariff revision has been 
relegated to innocuous disuetude, and 
tho financial question of the Populists 
takes its place as the most momentous 
issue before the American people. 


THE Salt Lake Tribune has the follow- 


ing: " Would it not be a good thing if 
the men of the west could induce Sec- 
retary Carlisle to come this way before 
congress meets, to counsel with the 
men of Denver, Salt Lake, Virginia 
City, Portland, Butte, Boise, the Sound 
cities, and finally San Francisco? The 
boy in Missouri who went down to St. 
Louis, and then -went home and refused 
to talk for two or three days, but finally 
•when greatly pressed to give his im- 
pressions, declared that all he had to 
say was that if the world was as big the 
other way it was shoel of a world. 
Maybe if Mr. Carlisle would come out 
this way he would find there was a 
whole lot of country west of the Mis- 
souri river. 
He might, too, obtain 
some new ideas as to the importance of 
this country in its effects upon the 
eastern country."

A SHYER CALL FOB EVADA. 


Chairman Nixon of the Silver Party 


Awakening the People. 


FKAIIFCL WIKJE 
IN CHICAGO. 


In Which Twcwty-four Firemen Lose 


Their Lives, 


Special to the JOUBKAL.] 


CHICAGO, July 10.—The fear that has 


existed for months in the minds of the 
citizens of Chicago found realization 
to-day in a frightful holicaust at the 
world's fair, that claimed nearly two- 
score of victims and for a time threat- 
ened to destroy the entire white city. 
Tho disaster was all the more dreadful 
because of its sudden transformation 
from an innocent flame to a death- 
dealing catastrophe. 
The structure 


that burned was a cold storage ware- 
house, one of the smallest buildings at 
the fair, but not belonging to the expo- 
sition. 


The fire was not generally observed 


until about 1:15 p. M. and within half 
an hour a great loss of life occurred. 
At the first signal the firemen rushed 
up the smokestack and when at the 
summit began preparations to fight the 
flames which first appeared at this 
point. 
Before the hose could be 


coupled a cry of horror fuom the 
crowd below caused the firemen to 
look down, for the whole space below 
was encircled with flames. The men 
stood stolidly for a moment in the full 
realization of their danger, then one 
grasped the rope which had been low- 
ered for the purpose of raising the 
hose, and half sliding, half falling 
reached the roof 90 feet below in a 
bruised and burned condition but still 
alive. 


The crowd below became wild with 


excitement .and weeping women and 
frenzied men rushed around wringing 
their hands and moaning in anguish 
over their inability to render aid. Sud- 
denly every eye was turned upward by 
the preparations of a fireman to jump. 
He gave a quick, spasmodic leap and 
turned over and over half a dozen 
times before he struck the roof ninety 
feet below. 
When the body struck the 


roof there was a mighty crash and it 
bounded far up again into the air. 
From this time on bodies rained from 
the steeple, as after the first wild leap 
one man after another jumped in quick 
succession as the flames closed in be- 
low and the heat became more intense. 


It is estimated that twenty-five fire- 


men lost their lives in the flames. 


Scarcely twenty-five minutes had 


elapsed since the fire was discovered, 
But so rapidly had been its progress 
that the entire tower was burned away 
and fell with an awful crash, carry- 
ing with it the unfortunates who 
were left in the balcony, and several 
firemen who were playing on the 
flames with 
hose 
from the roof. 


It is doubtful if any of the bodies will 
ever be recovered, so furious and'ter- 
rific was the heat. A complete and 
accurate list of the dead is difficult to 
obtain and not even the officers of the 
department will know who is lost until 
after the roll call to-night.

Cliuirimui Nixon of the Silver Party 


Issues a Call. 


WINNEMUCCA, July 10.—The chairman 


of the State central committee of the 
Silver party of Nevada issues the fol- 
lowing: The goldbugs, with Orover 
Cleveland at their head, are making a 
most determined effort to have the 
Sherman law repealed at an extra ses- 
sion of congress and a gold standard 
permanently fixed upon this country. 
Intimidation and bribery and executed 
threats are then* weapons. The friends 
of silver in nearly all of our sister 
States ore energetically organizing for 
the conflict. Shall Nevada lag behind? 
She was foremost of all States in her 
loyalty to the silver cause in the late 
presidential campaign. -It is time she 
was heard from in the present crisis. 
Let every silver club in the State and 
every election precinct meet in conven- 
tion in their respective localities and 
pass resolutions in earnest protest 
against the repeal of the Sherman law 
unless a free coinage bill is substituted 
and forward the same to our senators 
and representative in congress. It has 
been suggested that a State convention 
be called, but on account of the-great 
expense such a convention would en- 
tail upon the delegates and because it 
is better to have the expression of tbe 
people in each neighborhood in mass 
meeting, we most' earnestly urge the 
adoption of the latter plan, and to se- 
cure unanimity of action we advise 
such meetings be held Saturday the 
15th inst. It is of highest importance 
that Nevada shall be represented at 
the meeting of the American bi-metallic 
league to be convened at Chicago the 
first day of August and we suggest that 
the silver leagues of each county, so 
far as possible, name a delegate to that 
meeting.

Wool, wheat, beef, bacon, hides,

100,000 pounds of wool was received 
'rom and 200,000 pounds of merchandise 
was shipped to northern points. A 
hipment of 5,000poundsof bacon from 
Alturas was received at the station 
onsigned to a California firm. A 
'ourteen-horse team with back-action 
wagons arrived at the station Saturday 
from Eagleville loaded with wool, and 
the team will load back with merchan- 
dise. Hides were also piled up at the 
'reight house awaiting transportation 
to San Francisco, as there is no tannery 
east of the Sierra m California, nor is 
there one in Nevada. Ordinarily there 
are large quantities of wheat from the 
country north shipped by rail from 
Amedee, but the low price of grain this 
year does not warrant its shipment. 


There is an extensive farming and 


stock raising country north of Amedee 
yet undeveloped and when the N-C-O. 
is extended to the Columbia, as it cer- 
tainly will be it will open up hundreds 
of miles for settlement and make 
Eeno a competitive point.

IBBIGATING 
SYSTEM. 


The Eagle Lake Land & Irrigation 


Company have inaugurated a compre- 
hensive system of irrigation which in 
conjunction with the Susan river sys- 
tem will in a few years transform the 
sagebrush plains into waving grain and 
alfalfa fields. From Geo. A. Dodge, 
one of the enterprising citizens of the 
/alley, the JOURNAL reporter learned 
hat there are about 250,000 acres of 
and in what is known as Honey Lake 
valley,

30,030 acres in Nevada, which can be 
rrigated and cultivated. 
The Eagle 


Jake L. & 1 company have a canal 
!orty-six miles long that carries 700 
nches of water, which experience has 
proved to be sufficient to irrigate 7,000 
acres. The company intends to in- 
crease the size of the canal as occasion 
may require, as the water supply is un- 
limited. 


The Susan river system is capable of 


irrigating 75,000 acres. There are four 
reservoirs in this system, each of suf-

flcient capacity to furnish water for 
15,000 or 20,000 acres. There are three 
miles of 22-inch pipe laid in this sys- 
tem to carry water and about 7,000 
acres of land are irrigated at present. 


The valley produces all kinds of 


vegetables and it* is noted for the ex- 
cellence of its fruit, Honey Lake apples 
being the best on the coast. The Eagle 
Lake canal extends five or six miles 
south of Amedee, where there are thou- 
sands of acres of sagebrush land which 
competent judges say requires only 
water and cultivation to make it as 
productive as any on the coast. Horace 
Clark has built a fine dwelling house 
on this plain, about three miles from 
Amedee, and has 130 acres of land 
under cultivation. 
The reporter re- 


grets that he did not have opportunity 
to visit this land and see what changes 
have been made in its appearance by 
water and cultivation. 
He was in- 


ormed, however, that fruit trees set 
nit hi the place were doing well, but 
hat the grain and grass crops were not 
as promising as might be expected. 
j 


Artestian water is found on the plain 


it a depth of a few hundred feet and 
ihere are now four flowing wells. 
Fhe soil, however, is impregnated with 
alkali and the land does not seem to be 
'ertile in the immediate vicinity of the 
;own as it is farther south. Now that 
there is water on the ground another 
year ought to determine whether this 
alkaline soil will produce good crops 
with irrigation. If it does Amedee is 
destined to be an extensive and pros- 
perous farming community in a very 
few years, second only to the Trnckee 
Meadows and Lovelock on the east 
side of the Sierra Nevada. 


AUSTRALIA. 


IVhat a Former Itesiclent of Keno Says 


of it. 


John Howell, formerly of this State, 


anri at one tune manager of the Beno 
Beduction Works, but now superin- 
tendent of the Broken Hill Proprietary 
Co.'s mines, which are the richest 
silver-lead mines in the world and lo- 
cated in New South Wales, writes to 
J. B. Brown, of Lovelock, that he is 
about to engaged in a new industry, of 
which he says: 
" Correctly spaaking, the greater part 


ot this country is a desert—great plains 
hundreds of miles in extent, which 
have nothing but stunted "mulga" 
timber, (like mountain mahogany) and 
a very nutritious shrub called salt 
brush. It resembles our white sage 
somewhat in its flrst properties, but is 
otherwise dissimilar, as it has a salty 
taste. It is, however, great sheep and 
cattle feed. 


But the great want in Australia is 


water. In the interior the rains are 
light, and there are only two rivers of 
any importance on the whole continent 
—the Murry and Darling. The Darling 
is about 70 miles from here. Much of 
the plains land is very fertile, and 
would grow elmost anything if water 
could be got on it. When we have a 
good rain, grass and flowers spring up 
with remarkable rapidity, and every- 
thing that grows seems to be good 
feed. 


The sheep men own the greater part 


of ' the desert couutry for sheep runs, 
and mano of their holdings amount to 
sixty or seventy miles square, for which 
they pay the government a half-penny 
or a penny an acre per year rent. They 
cannot buy land. These "squatters," 
as they are called, have millions of 
sheep. It is estimated that there are 
over 60,000,000 sheep in the interior of 
this country, and of course the increase 
is far more than can be consumed in 
meat, so the sheep men have great 
trouble in disposing of their old ewes, 
and of late they have been establishing 
what they call " boiling down " estab- 
lishments, where common sheep are 
killed for their skins and tallow. The 
sheep, when dressed, are put into a 
great boiler—500 to 1,000 at a time— 
and are cooked with steam, which takes 
all the tallow om of them. It is an 
establishment of this kind that, with 
four others, I am going into. We have 
rented 30,000 acres of land on the bunks 
of the Darling river, and are erecting 
the plant now. But, in addition to the 
boiling business, we are going to fatten 
hogs on the cooked meat, and I am 
going to put out a lot of alfalfa at once. 
The land is good and pretty level, and 
there is plenty of water in the river, 
but it will have to be pumped out for 
irrigating purposes. We have bought 
17,000 he,ad of sheep already, paying on 
an average 68 cents per head, and we 
have also about 1,000 head of hogs. 
This should be quite pork and mutton 
enough to do a small family for awhile. 
This figures out pretty well on paper, 
but it may not prove so well. However, 
we will give it a trial. The climate is 
good, scarcely" any frost, and alfalfa 
will grow all the year round."—Love- 
lock New Era.

The Laws Regarding It Should be Sus- 


pended for the Present. 


The following from the Mining and 


Scientific Press will meet the hearty 
approval of mine owners: 


Notwithstanding the fact that thou- 


sands of mines all over the West must 
remain idle for some time to come, 
owing to the decrease in the value of 
silver and lead, the law requires that 
annual expenditure shall be made on 
all of them, whether worked or not, 
unless government patent has been 
granted. A correspondent, in a letter 
in another column, makes the sugges- 
tion that an effort be made to have this 
provision of the mining laws suspended 
for the present, in view of the situa- 
tion. Men of prominence hi the min- 
ing industry would be benefited them- 
selves, and the smaller mine-owners 
would be grateful for their help. It is 
not only the mere actual outlay of i he 
mine itself, but the cost of the assess- 
ment work is greatly added to in many 
cases by the distance from the railroad. 
Under present conditions there is no 
earthly use doing anyt ling on these 
mining claims, yet the wlfk has to be 
done else the claim anorall expendit- 
ure on it up to date is lost. It must be 
confessed it is very difficult to make 
congress pay much attention, to the 
mining laws, or force upon it a know- 
ledge of any evils which may exist in 
them; yet, if united effort be made 
under the present circumstances, there 
may be some hope of accomplishing 
this.

A Great Waterway "WMch a Kiualan Kngl- 


neer Think* TVan Built iu a Means of De- 
fense In Ancient Times—A Detailed Ac- 
count of the Wonderful Structure. 
The great Russian engineer Melni- 


koff writes from Odessa to the Smith- 
Bonian institution describing the rains 
of an ancient canal discovered in the 
Crimea, which he regards as one of the 
wonders of the world. It is certainly 27 
centuries old, and among similar ancient 
objects of historic interest is second only 
in age to the great pyramids. The hung- 
ing gardens of Babylon and the Colossus 
of Rhodes are shronded with no deeper 
mysteries than the existence of this great 
ditch, whoso ruins can be traced for a 
long distance through the Crimean plain. 
Whether it was a waterway in the olden 
times and the pathway of ancient com- 
merce between the Black sea and the sea 
of Azov or a means of defense for the 
people living in its vicinity is a question 
which wise men, supposed to know all 
about antiquities, cannot explain. 


Xenophon, the distinguished Athenian, 


who conducted the retreat of 10,000 
Greeks from the tip country march, so 
called, writes of ditches -which were dug 
by inhabitants of hostile 
territory 


through which they passed as an im- 
pediment to their march. Water was 
often turned into these, so that crossing 
was rendered more difficult. Perhaps 
the ancient and wonderful canal served 
the same purpose on a very large scale. 
While it was of grand proportions, which 
at that early day surpassed the engineer- 
ing feats of the Suez canal, the fortifica- 
tions for its protection are no less inter- 
esting. At each end of the western side 
there was a lofty castle, the ruins of 
which remain to this day, the cubical 
contents exceeding 750,000 meters. A 
part of these stones, as well as those 
with which the bed of the canal was 
paved its entire length, were removed 
some time ago to build a town which 
adjoins. 


During the Crimean war some of the 


stones remaining were utilized in the 
construction of hospitals for the -wound- 
ed soldiers, which structures are still 
standing. Along the banks of the canal 
there were once at least six towers, but 
what purpose they served, unless for de- 
fense, is uncertain. There was also a 
high wall, wb.ich extended its entire 
length. At an equal distance from each 
end there was a gigantic fortress, built 
in the form of a square and covering a 
space of 02,400 square meters. The ca- 
nal is as straight as an arrow its entire 
length except at this point, where it 
forms three sides of a square about the 
fortress. Here there was a smaller canal 
on tho outer side, which may have pro- 
vided greater security. 


One of tho gateways of the fortress is 


still partially preserved, and through it. 
passes a dilapidated road. The canal 
was built by Assande I of Bosporus Ui 
tho seventh century B. C. and is 0 kilo- 
meters long. Mention is made of this in 
the writings of Pliny and Strabo, but 
nothing is said aboiit the great amount 
of time and money expended in its con- 
struction or for what special piirpose it 
was done. It passes by the modern town 
of Perekop, and is not far from the 
Greek city of Neapolis, whose name was 
changed by Assande after the building 
of the canal to Tapharas, which is the 
Greek for ditch. Its width on the bot- 
tom was about 5 meters and its depth 
10 meters. Whether it served formerly 
as a great and towering fortification or 
not, it certainly contained water enough 
to sail ships of considerable burden. 


Undoubtedly before the time of Christ 


many ships vised it as a short cut across 
the peninsula between the two seas. The 
bed is now dry, except for a few stand- 
ing pools, but it is said that the oldest 
inhabitants can remember when, for sev- 
eral miles in the central part, there was 
sufficient water to form a roadwav for 
the lighter craft of the semibarbarous 
people. This is accounted for by the 
fact that some time in the fifteenth cen- 
tury the canal was repaired. 


The Russian government has a project 


under consideration of opening up a 
great waterway across the peninsula be- 
tween the two seas, and his connection 
with this scheme is what led tho engi- 
neer, Melnikoff, to inquire into the his- 
tory of the canal and attempt to explore 
its wonders. Melnikoff writes in French 
and conyeys a vivid description of the 
ancient ruins. He has just written a 
pamphlet, and this contains in Russian 
a full account of all that is Icnown and 
all that has been said about the canal in 
the centuries since its construction. It 
also contains diagrams and illustrations 
of the canal as it now appears.—Phila- 
delphia Telegraph. 


Passing of the Snake. 


Readers of newspapers must have no- 


ticed that during the last five years the 
breed of newspaper snakes has greatly 
deteriorated in intelligence and general 
accomplishments. Time was when Geor- 
gia and Alabama snakes wriggled along 
on the tips of their tails and picked cot- 
ton buds, when they entered houses in 
the nighttime and drained babies' milk 
bottles, when they grew to enormous 
lengths and performed under proper 
training many acts of domestic service. 
All this is changed now. The reptilian 
kingdom has experienced a setback in 
its progressive march toward intellectu- 
ality. As a consequence, newspaper 
writers have been obliged to fall back 
upon such commonplace animals as the 
cat and dog.—Omaha World-Herald.
